OHN ON PATMOS WROTE under the inspiration 

of the Holy Spirit, that all liars will have their 

part in the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone. (Revelation 21:8.) Hell has space reserved 
for the fearful, and unbelieving, and abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters—and, finally, all liars. 


To me it seems significant that the Spirit should di- 
rect John to write all liars. It means more than every 
liar, without exception; and also means liars of all 
categories and types. Generally speaking, the fearful 
fall into one category, as do the unbelieving, abomi- 
nable, murderers, whoremongers, sorcerers, and idola- 
ters. These people are recognized immediately for 
what they are. A liar is not so easily detected, for he 
may come in a variety of shades and colors. Men to- 
day variously refer to them as white liars and black 
liars, with countless shades of in-between -grey. Per- 
haps the reason the Spirit directed John to write all 
liars is because men insist that there are various types 
of liars: little lies, big lies, lies of necessity, lies of con- 
veniences, lies of love, white lies, grey lies, and black 
lies. 

If we can discover what actually is a lie, perhaps 
we can know who actually is a liar. “All liars” comes 
from the Greek expression pasi tois pseudesin, which 
means every deceitful one, or untrue one, or erroneous 
one. A liar, then, is one who deliberately deceives, is 
untrue, or fosters an error. Revelation 22:15 terms as 
one all those who love a lie and those who make a lie. 
It is as sinful to do one as to do the other. The 
Scripture says, “Whosoever loveth and maketh a lie,” 
and does not indicate that there is any exemption for 
ministers, church members, or otherwise good people. 
It simply says “all liars” and “whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie.’ To me this sounds inclusive enough. 

There are at least four classes of liars abroad in 
the world (and among many church people) today. 
For lack of better definitions we shall call them (1) 
liars by intention, (2) liars by insinuation, (3) liars 
by incompleteness, (4) liars by inflection. 


(1) Liars by intention. Those who lie intentionally 
are those who traffic in the untruth without any at- 
tempt to excuse themselves. They may openly deny 
guilt when they know they are guilty. They deliber- 
ately exaggerate in order to gather glory for them- 
selves and will, on occasion, out of sheer deviltry, lie 
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about someone else. Psychologists use a big word, 
“mythomania,” which means an uncontrollable desire 
to tell lies. No doubt, most of us feel that we have met 
those who have this abnormal propensity. A man who 
deliberately tells a lie is an odious fellow who should 
be shunned at all times. The man who exaggerates for 
effect, denies guilt for convenience, accuses the in-* 
nocent, or deliberately lies for any reason whatsoever, : 
can not be a Christian by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion; for the truth is not in him, and his future abode 
is a liar’s hell. 

Only wicked men can rejoice in a lie, for charity 
rejoiceth only in the truth. (1 Corinthians 13:6.) We 
summarily dismiss the flagrant and intentional liar, 
for Christians will meet few of these fellows. They 
are generally known by the deceit of their tongues 
and should, of all people, be consistently avoided. 


(2) Liars by insinuation. Not all lying is done with 
open words. After all, the Bible did not say that those 
who fell lies will be in hell, but simply all liars. Out- 
side the Holy City will be not only those who fell lies, 
but those who love lies and make lies. This nay sound 
strange, but it is true—you can make a lie without 
telling one. The hypocrite can lie by insinuating some- 
thing that he does not say. Then, when he is con- 
fronted by his lie, he can blandly say, “I did not say 
a thing that was untrue.” Lying is more a matter of 
the heart than a matter of the lips. To imply a thing 
so that the one with whom I communicate concludes 
something that is untrue, is the same as to tell him 
the untruth. This can be done by a shrug, by a wink, 
or sometimes by evil silence. The man who does foster 
an untruth may complacently excuse himself on the 
technicality that he did not actually tell a lie, but in 
the sight of God he is a liar as much as if he had 
trumpeted it from the housetops. Suppose someone 
tells you of his confidence in another person. You 
reply, “Well, you just don’t know him as I do,” insinu- 
ating that his confidence is ill-placed; or, on the other 
hand, you can simply ask him a question, “You mean 
you have confidence in that man? Oh well, you believe 
in everyone, don’t you?” You have thus insinuated 
that the person to whom you refer is completely un- 
trustworthy and undeserving of the confidence of your 
friend. Unless what you have implied is the truth, 
you are guilty of lying just as if you had openly

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF CHARACTER BUILDING 
PART TWO 


Other Factors of the Environment 


EXT TO THE HOME, the Sunday School, if 

properly administered, is the second greatest 

power in forming character; but it must be 
properly administered so that the child may learn to 
trust, love, and respect the teacher, the church, and 
God. 

The Sunday School may take the child from in- 
fancy into its cradle roll class or nursery, and there, 
through the means of pictures, gestures, and example, 
instill in the young mind the true meaning of love, 
patience, courage, kindness, and trust. Naturally, the 
child may not know the real meaning of these words 
and terms, but he will recognize and respect the spirit 
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of them, as Sunday after Sunday he sees them exem- 
plified in the lives and actions of the teachers. In 
this way, the child will learn to love the teacher, the 
church, and God. Of course the growth will be slow, 
and there will be times when it seems that no good is 
being accomplished; but all character building is a 
slow process, and if the right kind of teaching is 
regularly and properly administered, the good results 
are a sure thing. 

However, this fortunate condition does not last 
long without opposition. The child soon enters public 
school. The Sunday School has the child for only about 
one hour once a week, but the public school has the 
child for about five hours five times a week, or about 
twenty-five times as long as the Sunday School has 
him. 

When the little boys and girls at the age of six first 
enter public school, usually about three or four persons 
have dominated their hearts and lives up to that 
time: first is mother, then father, perhaps one grand- 
parent or more, and the Sunday School teacher. There 
are rare cases where Sunday School teachers may 
have had no good influence on the hearts up to that 
time, but this is the exception. Usually, there has been 
some wonderful work accomplished in their hearts 
by the time the children are six years old. If this is 
not the case, then that particular Sunday School 
where the children attended has failed miserably in 
what God intended it to do for them. 


There are, of course, some good, spiritual, moral, 
public school teachers—and my hat is off to those 
who stand for decency, honor, and righteousness. 
When these six-year-old boys and girls enter the pub- 
lic school, they expect to find the type of teachers 
that they have been working with in the Sunday 
School! When they find out that often the teachers 
smoke, dance, or do other questionable acts, they are 
baffled by the interposing character of the public 
school teacher. Their minds are foiled and frustrated 
in an attempt to find common ground of compatibility 
between the Sunday School teacher and the public 
school teacher. 


The children certainly cannot understand these con- 
flicting emotions that are tearing at their minds, as 
they try vainly to be loyal to both teachers. The first 
nsychological resut is usually a short period of halk- 
ing, or sulking, on the children’s part. This is, of 
course, an unconscious reaction of the children as 
they try to circumvent the frustration of mind oc- 
casioned by this sad condition. Naturally, since there 
is absolutely no grounds of compatibility between two 
such teachers, the children will be pulled in two dif- 
ferent directions, and torn by two loyalties that are 
diametrically opposed. 

Their minds are now forced to decide who is right. 
The six-year-olds do not know enough to try to dis- 
cover what is right; their minds are concerned with 
personalities instead of factors of right and wrong. 
Now the children arrive at the most crucial point of 
their young lives. The first great decisive step is forced 
upon them, and in spite of the fact that they are not 
prepared to make this great step, they must make it 























anyway. And when one considers that this step con- 
Sists of deciding for or against the Sunday School, 
the church, and God, they will realize that these little 
ones indeed have a problem of a most severe and 
excruciating nature. 

No wonder little Mary and little Frank come home 
from school with that worried look, and refuse to eat 
or play, and do not want to talk about their problem. 
Here is a time for the mother to intervene, with all 
the patience, love, understanding, and courage that 
she can muster. Mother, please do not fail little Mary 
and Frank in this involved and distracting period! 

If. the child decides that the worldly public school 
teacher is right in doing the things mentioned above, 
then he is forced to decide that the Sunday School 
teacher was wrong all the time during those pre- 
school years. Then a gap is formed between the child 
and the church, and he grows away from the church. 

Before the child can possibly recover from this first 
battle, and gain any degree of equilibrium, another 
problem is thrust before his little feet. This second 
problem is the dance. Dancing is usually taught in 
the physical education classes as a form of exercise. 
But the child remembers that the Sunday School 
teacher said that the dance is not the best way to 
express one’s emotions, or to enjoy oneself. The church 
and the public school are openly at war on this ques- 
tion. Since the child may already have decided that 
the church and Sunday School were wrong about those 
other sins and vices, it will not be so hard this time 
to reach the conclusion that the church is wrong on 
this issue. 

First, the child dances just for exercise; but soon 
the social dances are introduced into the school, and 
the child goes along with this. Later the school actual- 
ly gives a dance, and invites everyone to attend (per- 
haps this will be on some night when the church is 
having services). It is then impossible to make the 
child see the wrong in attending those social and com- 
munity functions where dancing is the main course 
of entertainment, with plenty of drinking, smoking, 
and profanity attending it. 


By this time the child is either an ordinary child, 
going along with the school in its sinful pursuits, 
taking a very dim view of God and the Bible; or the 
child is suffering from a serious complex of some 
kind; or has turned completely to Jesus, and is a happy 
Christian, with a well-balanced view of both science 
and religion, with the Bible as the determining factor 
in such matters as regard the soul and religion. 


Another obnoxious practice of the schools is their 
insistence that the girls appear in public without 
proper dress. This destroys any semblance of modesty 
that the girls may have managed to retain. Then the 
school heaps special honors upon those girls—cheer 
leaders, majorettes, etc., who specialize in going as 
scantily dressed as possible, even in very cold weather. 
All this creates a great opposition to the church’s ef- 
fort to promote decency, respect, virtue, and modesty, 
without which the right and proper Christian char- 
acter cannot be developed. 

No wonder there are gangs of both boys and girls 





in many schools who organize and terrorize other 
students, create a public nuisance, destroy public and 
private property, and even kill at times. Since the 
public schools have the children twenty-five times 
longer than the Sunday Schools have them, it is most 
difficult to refrain from placing much of the blame 
at the door of the public schools for the kind of 
characters they are building. Then some poor mis- 
guided soul will say that the church and the Bible 
has failed here in America. The truth is that the 
church and Bible have never been given a fair chance 
here in America. 

The doctrine of evolution, which is well worthy of 
execration by all Christians, is taught in many pub- 
lic schools. By this time the gap between the student 
and the Bible and the church has become so wide 
that the Bible and the church have little or no in- 
fluence on the decisions the student makes. Therefore 
he takes the doctrine of evolution for granted, and in 
so doing, surrenders his last vestige of faith in God 
and the Bible! 

It is no wonder that here in Christian (?) America, 
we have the following statistics, taken from the files 
of the F.B.I. and other reliable sources: One marriage 
in three ends in divorce; 100,000 girls go into white 
slavery each year; 1,000,000 babies are born of un- 
married mothers each year; 1,000,000 girls are infected 
with social disease each year; 15,000,000 sex magazines 
are read each month, mostly by our youth; one major 
crime is committed every twenty-two seconds; 27,000,- 
000 persons under twenty-one years of age have no

LENT TODAY TRULY SACRED MUSIC, OR 
iS IT ACTUALLY A FORM OF RELIGIOUS 
JAZZ?

WHAT IS A “gospel song”? For some rea- 
son or other, in Church of God circles the term 
“gospel song” carries with it the connotation of a 
fast, Mae’ f rhythmic song usually sung by a quartet. 
If yeegs means “good news” concerning Christ and 
our salvation, is not the important thing in a “gospel 
song” the message it conveys and not the tempo or 
style in which it is sung? What songs carry any 
more gospel in them than the “Old Rugged Cross” or 
“Just as I Am”” Yet neither of these songs contains 
any tricky, fast rhythms or induces any bodily move- 
ment. Any song which does not inspire worship is out 
of place in church. A song can be sung with spirit 
and life without its being jitterbug music. The fact 
that rhythm plays such a major role in the religious 
rites of heathen peoples is proof enough that much 
of the emotional stimulation derived from a fast, 
rhythmic song is self-induced. Too often this momen- 
tary stimulation is mistaken to be God-inspired just 
because it happens in church. 

Do we go to church to worship or to be entertained? 
Do we listen to the message a song contains or are 
we watching the singers “perform”? Could it be that 
these traveling groups are an outlet for people who 
would really like to be in the entertainment world, 
but are not good enough performers to appear on 
a recognized radio or television show where there is no 
pretense of Christianity? If a musical group wishes to 
entertain they should stick to secular music and jazz 
without the religious connotation and stop commer- 
cializing on what they erroneously call “gospel” songs, 
the music of which could be played on a dance floor 
and no one would know the difference.

PAUL TELLS US IN the Bible to teach and ad- 
monish one another in psalms, os and spiritual 
songs. It is generally agreed that hymns are ears of 
prayer and devotion directed unto God and spiritual 
songs are songs of personal testimony directed from 
one person to another. Nowhere in the Bible do we find 
how to sing except that we should “sing with grace in 
our hearts unto the Lord.” Paul tells us to “sing with 
the spirit and with the understanding also.” We are 
told that whatsoever we do to do it heartily as unto 
God and not unto man. The gospel songs that we use 
in our churehes today can very well be the spiritual 
songs referred to he | Paul. Then it is certainly scrip- 
tural to sin Bose songs. However, we are to sing 
them heartily th grace in our hearts, unto the 
Lord. We should cause people to be God-conscious and

not self-conscious. Truly sacred music will wring from 
the heart the cry, “How good and how great is the 
Lord God!” Too often we hear “how good this sing- 
ing makes me feel” or “how wonderful the singers 
were.” 

We must remember that music is of such nature 
that we could not say that any particular type music 
would be sacred within itself. What would be sacred 
to one person would not be sacred to another. Much 
depends upon the attitude of the one doing the sing- 
ing and the one doing the listening. Too often singers 
sing to glorify self and not God. Too often people 
listen as listening to someone perform. They get a 
momentary emotional stimulus but have not experi- 
enced an act of worship. 

Many pieces regarded by our best musicians and 
scholars as true sacred music appeared originally as 
secular music. For instance, certain choruses in Han- 
del’s “The Messiah” appeared first as love songs for 
two voices; notably, “For unto us a child is born” and 
“All we like sheep have gone astray.” The cele- 
brated Passion Choral “O Sacred Head Now Wounded” 
was first sung as a five-part madrigal to the words 
“my peace of mind is shattered by the charms of a 
tender maiden.” Many of Charles Wesley’s hymns 
were set to tunes that were popular to the man on the 
street of his day..He received much criticism for this 
practice; nevertheless, his songs have been considered 
sacred Bes the years and appear in the hymn 
books of ay. Many other standard hymns and 
— songs were originally secular tunes. The simi- 
larity between church music and secular has been an 
object of debate from the beginning of church history 
and it still continues today. 

In my opinion, music that would cause us to be 
God-conscious would be considered sacred music. Mu- 
sic that would draw attention to itself or to the 
performer and not to God would not be considered 
sacred. : —A. T. Humphries

IN ORDER FOR ME: to answer this question 
sincerely and intelligently, it will be necessary for me 
to mention some of the characteristics of jazz. What 
are the main elements in jazz music? Below I am list- 
ing four of the leading elements which actually go 
into the making of. jazz. 

1. Melodious themes and dissonant harmonies. 

2. The flatted or lowered third and seventh of the 
key. These re called ‘blue notes” because of their 
“blue” effect. 

3. Rhythmic complexities produced by misplacing the 
normal accent of the first and third beats to the 
second and fourth beats. This produces a rhythmic 
device known. as’ syncopation. 


























4. Emphasizes spontaniety,. intensity, percussiveness, 
and dissonance. 

When we consider the above named pempents that 
make up jazz music, I think we must owledge 
that music containing these to any marked’ degree, 
whether it be called sacred or secular, would: have to 
be classified as jazz, from a musical standpoint. ‘Then, 
we have only the song title and words with which to 
identify the song as sacred or secular. From these 
facts, I must say that much of the so-called “gospel 
music” is nothing more than a form of religious jazz. 
I do not mean that all gospel songs are jazz,’ i.e., 
those songs which deviate from the strict form of the 
hymn; but many so-called gospel songs are jazz from 
the standpoint of rhythm, syncopation, blue” notes, 
and short “riffs” whic go into making jazz. Some of 
them, if heard for the first time in the dance hall, 
would sound so much like the jazz of the dance floor 
that no distinction could be made between .religious 
or secular jazz. All of them would fit into the same 
category. 

Now let us notice the type of literature we find in 
many of these songs. It is only natural to expect 
music of a jazzy, dance-like character to call for 
words of light character. Often the words contain lit- 
tle meaning or message. Some songs of this type may 
contain a message, but it is so swallowed up in rhythm, 
“riffs,” and dissonance that the listener never receives 
the message. In general, the bulk of gospel songs has 
nothing more to offer than a momentary emo- 
tional experience which is soon forgotten. 

In conclusion, I would say that in order for a 
song to be truly a gospel song it should portray some- 
thing of the meaning of the gospel of Christ. We, as 
Christians, should strive to effect a sturdy musical 
program which will build and stimulate an attitude 
of real worship and consecrattion in the hearts and 
lives of those who sing and those who listen.

Is gospel music sacred music? Sacred is a term 
applied to that which is extremely dear to God; holy, 
worthy of deep respect and reverence; dedicated to a 
religious purpose; inviolable, or not to be profaned. 
In all things there is good and bad. Most gospel music 
is, or should be, dedicated to a religious purpose; but 
many times, the bad is overemphasized and displayed. 
Most of these new songs which are expressed to God 
by the worshiper’s voices and instruments are dear 
and pleasing to Him and are worthy of respect and 
reverence. These songs are dedicated to His cause, 
and are not to be profaned for the sake of worldly 
plaudits and pennies alone. 

Is it religious jazz? Jazz is characterized by subtle 
syncopations or eccentric contrasts in music, used 
especially for dance. Religious jazz would be music 
written for religionists to dance by. I have heard 
songs with “boogie” or “rock and roll” in the words, 
and with a fitting musical score, but I’ve never heard 
of these songs being used in churches, or of anyone 
being blessed by them in the least, or having any 
respect or reverence toward them. 

Some feel that any music which is syncopated, lively, 
or has a fast tempo, is jazz. Fast music is not neces- 
sarily jazz. Neither is slow music necessarily sacred or 
spiritual. 

The human race is an emotional race. We have our 
feelings, our tempos and rhythms, modes and patterns, 
modern and ancient; our harmony and discords, our 
majors and minors. If bad music about the bad will 
move the bad, why shouldn’t good music about good 
move and stimulate the good? God’s people danced be- 
fore Him, clapped their hands, played their instru- 


ments, and sang songs of different types. They were 
moved by them and outwardly manifested themselves. 

If you attend several of our churches, you will 
find them all similar, but no two will be exactly alike 
in their choice and interpretation of songs. e en- 
vironment, background, training, likes and dislikes of 
our people will vary, but their need for a method of 
expression in worshiping God will be met in the gospel 
song. I have studied all types of religious music and 
developed some appreciation for all of them except the 
hypocritical type. If God has used all types of men 
with different capabilities, then He can get ge 
from music or talent, be it simple or advanced, as 
long as it is devoted to Him and His cause. 


What. is this gospel music doing to our worship 
services? We have had great growth, revivals and 
miracles (spiritual and physical) ig ose | hyd ad 
songs and preaching gospel sermons and the pace 
has not slackened. What is it doing to the lives of 
those who follow it? One of the greatest drawing 
points in attracting the outsider and assisting in his 
conversion to the truth, is the singing of the gospel by 
anointed singers. It has been blessed by God, helping 
us to reach the unreached, soften the hardened, tame 
the wild, and satisfy the wanderer. 


Are people using “gospel songs” as a substitute for 
church worship? Yes, some are, as they have for years. 
Many persons have had nothing more than singing 
religion, just as some have only Sunday religion. 
Neither group will get to heaven until God has first 
place in their affections. Nothing will take the place of 
the real worship of God in His meeting place, with 
His people, who have received His word, appraisal 
and approval. Because some gospel singers are hypo- 
crites does not mean that all of them are. 


The most terrible thing in the gospel music field 
is when some take the sacred vessels of the Temple 
and pour Babylonian wine in them, praising the gods 
of gold and silver, mocking the true God and His 
followers. 

The same music we worship by, pray by, weep by, 
believe and rejoice by, is being used by Dixieland 
jazz bands in the night clubs—used to get gain, enter- 
tain, deceive, defraud, and divide—to mock God. The 
actor on the stage mimics the Pentecostal and teases 
the audience. The devil laughs, for he has used the 
name of the church, the miracles of the church, and 
now the music of the church, for his purposes.

What is sacred music? Webster says music is the art 
of sound in time which expresses ideas and emotions. 
Sacred means holy, conseerated. Sacred music then 
must be holy, consecrated, set apart for religious 
worship, as a to anything profane and secular. 

God’s Word teaches that anene to be used in the 
praise of the Lord and for the edifying of the saints. 
“Sing unto the Lord, all the earth; shew forth from 
day to day his salvation.” “ ... As the trumpeters 
and singers were as one, to make one sound to be 
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heard in praising and thanking the Lord.” “Speaking 
to yourselves in psalms and hymns and —— songs, 
singing and making melody in your heart to the Lord.” 
These are the only reasons given in the Bible for 
singing and they are ig apes over and over again. 

The rhythm of music is a powerful force. It can be 
used as a weapon of evil. Rhythm alone can set the 
stage for sober, even melancholy thinking. On the 
other hand a sprightly tune can make one joyous, 
light-hearted; or the “rock-n-roll” version, sensual. 
Rhythm is used in the entertainment world to stir the 
baser emotions. Rhythm alone, of course, does not 
constitute “gospel music.” Many trite expressions are 
used in so-called gospel songs ay that could never 
be called poetic, sometimes there is even meaningless 
bumpa bumpa while someone croons a melody—all 
find their place in “gospel music.” Songs of this calibre 
which make the “hit parade” of today, are forgotten 
tomorrow. Is it goer e to take a gospel message in 
song and blend it with either the slow, swaying waltz- 
like tunes, or the wildly syncopated, jer music of 
today? It just cannot be done! The spirit of the 
music of gospel song writers of today is flagrantly 
copied from that of composers of ungodly music. 
Sinners writing and singing so-called “gospel” songs 
do not make them “sacred.” It is true that occasion- 
ally someone writes a song that has qualities of 
sacredness, but by the time the “gospel singers” add 
their touches of cheap mpm 4 and spectacular per- 
formance, its meaning is lost. 

“Sacred” music turns man’s emotions heavenward, 
creating a desire for worship. Any song that does not 
stir our emotions to worship is the wrong kind of 
song. The enemy has many counterfeits out today 
and “many shall be deceived in the last days—even 
the elect, if possible.” It is certainly a time to watch 
and pray. 

Good music will stand the test of time. Consider 
David’s “The Lord is m er ome Writers in the 
later centuries wrote such inspiring hymns as “Nearer 
My God to Thee,” “I Am Thine, O Lord,” and “Wonder- 
ful Grace of Jesus.” In the early days of Pentecost, 
they wrote “Holy, Holy, Holy,” “Love Lifted Me,” and 
“The Lord’s Return,” and in our day we thank God 
for “I Will Follow Thee,” and “I Thank Thee, Lord.” 
Hearts melt in adoration and move toward God as we 
i these songs and hymns. 

If we, as Pentecostal worshipers, are heroes Me be 
objective in our evaluation of modern “gospel singing” 
we must confess that our use of it, almost to the 
exclusion of hymns, anthems and other apron sacred 
compositions in our services, has deprived our people 
of the deep, refining influence of music of quality. and 
has fostered an attitude of rejection of it among a 
large — of our membership. People learn to 
appreciate good music only if they hear it. Let us at 
least expose them to it! Lee College would be a good 
place to start. —Name withheld

It is not difficult to express one’s views on such 
questions as this. “Gospel sin: ” as is heard at 
almost all paid admission all-night singings is the 
religious jazz style and anybody who attends or takes 
part on programs has but little chance to glorify God 
there. I’ve tried it. They are for mercenary ag ogy 
only. Beer drinkers, even drunks, often appear do 
what is called “gospel singing.” The “fantasia” has 
gripped our young people to such an extent, if one is 
in town on Y. P. E. night, the Y. P. E. attendance is 
extremely low. Syncopation in rhythm is not the basic 
reason for religious jazz music but rather the blue 
note embellishment added by composer or singer.

FOUR KINDS OF LIARS

told a falsehood. Examples of lying by insinuation can 
be given by the score. You yourself‘can think of many 
ways it can be done. 


(3) Liars by incompleteness. Those who tell only a 
half-truth, when the whole truth would-explain the 
matter (which leaves a false picture), are guilty of 
lying. To leave a false impression by failing to tell 
all the truth is a sneaking, deceitful way to tell a lie. 
When you tell that someone lost his temper without 
also telling that he apologized immediately; when you 
tell that a man was seen with another woman in his 
car without continuing to say that it was his aunt, 
his sister, or some other relative; or when you in any 
Similar way cast a shadow across any person’s life 
when the whole truth would explain the matter, you 
are guilty of lying, even though you may technically 
have never told an untruth. 

Lies of incompleteness and insinuation do not al- 
ways cast aspersions upon someone else; they may be 
more innocent than that—but they are still lies. 


(4) Liars by inflection. Inflection is the way you 
say a thing; the accent you give to words. It is pos- 
sible to change the very same words from truth into 
a lie by the simple means of accent or inflection. You 
may say that a person is good, but by doing so with 
sarcasm, your meaning is exactly the opposite. In sell- 
ing an object to some person you might say, “I can’t 
praise it too highly,” meaning that it is so good it is 
impossible to praise it too much. Then, when it is 
found to be faulty, you might say to the person you 
have deceived, “i told you I couldn’t praise it too 
highly,” meaning that it was so inferior that you 
could not recommend it. Even though you used the 
very same words, you have, by your inflection, de- 
ceived someone—and that is lying. 

Yes, there are more ways than one to tell a lie. 
Since the dawn of time man has sought ways and 
means of lying without actually telling a lie. The no- 
tion that he can do this persists even to this day. 
However, many things that are not technically a lie 
are so spiritually and actually. You can’t get by with it 
forever, my friend, for lying is lying—regardless of 
the garb it wears, or the excuse it has for being.:: 

Spend some time thinking just who a liar is,iand 
then remember that all liars will have their part in 
the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death. Just to help you start 
thinking, let me mention a few whom I consider 
questionable in their handling of the truth. What 
about the man who turns back the speedometer on 
his car so that it will register less miles than he has 
traveled, in order to get a better price when he sells it. 
When he made the speedometer tell a lie, did he teil 
it himself? What about the man who keeps silent when 
he hears someone else telling something that he knows 
is untrue, even though the man who tells it may p 
sibly believe it? What about the man who fails to 
all his income when paying his incOme tax?* What 
about the person who pretends to be a close friend to 
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your face, but will try to hurt you to your back? 
And on and on we could go. Lying is deceiving, spread- 
ing error, or hiding truth in any way. Because there 
are sO many ways of lying, there are many types 
of liars. That is why the Bible says all liars shall have 
their part in the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone.

alcoholic drinks; 400,000 men are in skid-row in our 
cities, where many of them become male prostitutes 
in order to obtain whisky, cigarettes, and dope; more 
than two suicides are committed each hour; more 
patients are suffering from mental disease of some 
kind than all other diseases combined! 


WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO ABOUT IT? 


Statistics prove that most persons leave the church 
by the time they are seventeen years old. This is the 
time they enter a critical period, for most of our 
criminals are from seventeen to twenty-five years of 
age. But those who accept Jesus and stay with the 
church do not enter the criminal group. Only those 
who leave Jesus out of their lives make shipwreck of 
their lives, and end in defeat. 

This should cause all laymen, Sunday School teach- 
ers, exhorters, evangelists, ordained ministers, state 
overseers, missionaries, and Bible teachers to educate 
themselves in the psychological technique of effec- 
tively presenting the gospel to these little ones, so that 
they may circumvent the frustrations occasioned by 
these diametrically opposed powers, and may find in 
Jesus the simple, yet perfect, solution to all life’s 
problems.

Florida Evangelistic Crusade 


The initial services of the Flori- 
da Evangelistic Crusade were held 
in Wimauma September 10, 11, 
1957. This historic state-wide con- 
vocation was the kick-off to an all- 
out revival campaign that is de- 
signed to continue indefinitely. 
There were definite indications 
that.the revival spirit so forcefully 
felt in this meeting would con- 
tinue to gather momentum in 
weeks and months ahead and would 
spread throughout the churches 
over the entire state. 

The vision and burden of this 
great work so overwhelmingly pos- 
sessed the state overseer, Brother 
A. M. Phillips, that he was able to 
pour out his heart with great fer- 
vency and eloquence. The weight 
of his dramatic appeal was deeply 
felt by all the ministers and laity 
present. This fact was very evident 
as everyone ais wholehearted 
support of t great campaign; 
many gave spontaneous testimonies 
of the deep conviction of the great 
need for renewed effort in this field 
and expressed determination to do 
all in their power to promote evan- 
gelism in their respective fields. 


The youth director, Brother 
Homer Boatman, joined the over- 
seer in urging all-out cooperation 
in this great evangelistic effort 
and pledged the full oppor’ of the 
Youth Department. He insisted that 
the Sunday School and Y.P.E. fa- 
er 9 — to their —— ca- 
pacity in program, and sug- 
gested that branch Sunday Schools 
would be a good place to start re- 
vival work in new fields. With the 
large army of young people that 
make up the Youth Department of 
the Church of God in Florida and 
their fine talent behind this ef- 
fort, there is no doubt that this gi- 
gantic undertaking of winning 
souls for Christ will be highly suc- 
cessful. 

The Florida Evangelistic Crusade 
was very fortunate to have as guest 
speakers for this meeting all the 
members of the General Executive 
“ Committee, and Brother Wade Hor- 
ton, Missions Field Representative. 
These brethren preached on dif- 


ferent phases of evangelism under 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost; 
their dynamic messages stirred the 
hearts of all present and drove 
home the theme of this crusade 
with great clarity and forcefulness. 

Brother Morehead, General Over- 
seer, preached the first night on 
the subject “Peter’s Great Confes- 
sion,” using the text, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
The general overseer said, “No one 
can catch the conviction of that 
truth and have the knowledge of it 
and not reveal to his fellow asso- 
ciates that Jesus is the Son of the 
living God.” When he reached this 
climactic point in his message, the 
presence of the Holy Ghost was 
manifested as He witnessed 
throughout the congregation. 
Brother Morehead further stated 
that to get a vision of this divine 
truth was “like fire in your bones; 
you will go forth weeping and come 
again bringing sheaves with you.” 

He stressed the responsibility of 
the Church to evangelize the world 
and stated this is the sole purpose 
of its existence. “We are part of 
the Church, not that we should be 
financially blessed or occupy a po- 
sition in which we shall be well 
cared for. The Church is existing 
for the purpose of God. We have a 
definite obligation in the sight of 
God. There is a great responsibility 
resting upon us. God could light a 
light in our hearts tonight that 
would reach around the world and 
stir the hearts of people and bring 
revival to a world in trouble.” At 
the close of the message many 
came forward for prayer and re- 
dedication to the task that lies 
ahead. 

The second speaker of this cru- 
sade was Brother Wade Horton, 
Missions Field Representative, who 
demonstrated real _ evangelistic 
preaching. He stated: “Christ left 
the responsibility of carrying on 
the work of the Church in the 
hands of His disciples and com- 
manded them to go out and com- 
pel men to come in. When the 
Church loses that spiritual power 
to compel men to come to God, it 
has lost everything worth while. 
When the Holy Ghost came down 
upon the disciples, they went out 


to win the lost. As Elijah went up, 
he cast his mantle upon Elisha who 
got it and struck the water and it 
parted. When Jesus went away He 
cast His mantle on the Church. 
The first time they struck the man- 
tle, three thousand souls were won 
to the Lord.” He insisted that every 
minister should use the mantle of 
the Holy Ghost to win souls to 
Christ. 

The third speaker was Brother 
H. D. Williams, General Secretary- 
Treasurer. His profound message 
stirred the hearts of the delegates, 
and many testified that they were 
determined to do more for the Lord 
and His Church. He stated, “We 
should preach to disturb the godly, 
to convict the ungodly, and build 
up the Christians in holy faith.” 
After reading for his text a Scrip- 
ture in Jeremiah, he said: “If 
preachers were as concerned today 
about the spiritual condition of the 
world as the prophet was, tears 
would flow and they would weep 
before God concerning the business 
of winning souls. Such a burden 
would drive us to our knees in 
prayer, and we would be a greater 
example to those over which we 
have the leadership.” He pointed 
out that prayer and compassionate 
preaching of the gospel is our 
means of revival, and will produce 
results today as it always has. 

The subject used by Brother Earl 
P. Paulk, Assistant General Over- 
seer, was “Anointing From on 
High.” He said if we hope to be 
successful we must be anointed 
from on high. “The man that has 
this anointing need not fear. God 
will see him through.” Brother 
Paulk reviewed the great miracles 
of Jesus feeding the multitudes, 
walking on the water, healing Laz- 
arus and others, and declared that 
He was the One who commissioned 
the Church to evangelize the world 
and was the Master of every situa- 
tion. He called attention to the 
fact that Jesus acknowledged the 
Spirit of the Lord upon Him as He 
read Isaiah’s prophecy, and pointed 
out that if it was necessary for 
Jesus to have this anointing from 
on high, it is more necessary that 
we have it today. As he preached 
it was evident that a real revival 
spirit prevailed and covenants were 
made to work harder to accom- 
plish greater things for the Lord 
and the Church. 


The last speaker was Brother 
James A. Cross, Assistant General 
Overseer, and his subject was “La- 
boring Together With Christ.” He 
said: “We are gathered here as la- 
borers together with Jesus Christ. 
None of us can get along without 
others. We are dependent on one 
another. We have the same aim 
in our hearts. We have the same 
goals. We are working with all our 
ministers, laboring together to 
achieve one goal. Whether pastor 
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or evangelist we have one goal in 
view, that is the salvation of men 
and women. We build churches for 
this purpose—to unveil the riches 
of God and to have a place where 
men can find Christ. If we are op- 
erating our churches for financial 
gain or display of oratory and per- 
popes o we are missing the mark 
and might as well close the doors. 
God expects us to bring the lost 
to Christ.” 


Brother Cross gave some 
astounding statistics of the great 
fields in the United States that are 
yet untouched by Pentecostal evan- 
gelism. He made a very dramatic 
appeal for more determined effort 
in getting the gospel into these 
cities where we do not now have 
churches. 


With this picture and challenge, 
the Evangelistic Crusade came to 
a climactic close. As the Holy Ghost 
witnessed and hearts were stirred 
and blessed by His presence, there 
was a strong feeling throughout 
the congregation that a mighty re- 
vival had started and would con- 
tinue perhaps until the Lord comes. 
It is felt that at our next camp 
meeting when an appraisal is made 
of the results of this crusade, it 
will reveal multitudes of souls 
saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Spirit, and many new churches 
established. —J. D. Free, pastor

FBI Agent Urges Church 
Action Against “Smut 
Salesmen” 


Local action by church and civic 
groups is the surest way to put 
“smut salesmen” out of business 
and rid newsstands and drug stores 
of obscene publications, an agent of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
said in Washington recently. 

“Law officers are convinced 
that the increasing flood of obscene 
magazines and pornographic ma- 
terials is a major factor in the 
rapidly rising rate of sex crime,” 
Special Agent Charles E. Moore, 
Jr., told members of the Woodside 
Methodist Men’s Club in suburban 
Silver Spring, Maryland. 


He suggested that church men 
and women’s organizations join in 
organizing community campaigns 
to clean up the newsstands, and 
the “sex racket” of under-the- 
counter sales of pornographic 
comic books, pictures and films. 
“Sex peddlers also are doing a 
thriving business in schoolyards,” 
he warned. 


Pointing out that the FBI is re- 
stricted to cases of interstate trans- 
portation, and that local law en- 
forcement officers cannot do a 
thorough job of policing, Mr. Moore 
recommended that church and 
civic groups act as follows: “Become 
familiar with your local ordinances, 
confer with local law enforcement 
agencies and school authorities, ask 
magazine dealers and proprietors of 
newsstands and drug stores, etc., to 
stop handling obscene publications 
—use the boycott if necessary.” 


Most of the “smut” publications 
on public sale are barely within the 
law, he said, and only a public out- 
cry can get them off the market. 
Pornographic materials, a $500 mil- 
lion-a-year business and “sold se- 
cretly in nearly every town,” should 
be called to the attention of the 
local police, he 
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Tennessee Governor Bids 
Christians Tackle the 
Hard Jobs 


It is up to Christians to “tackle 
the hard jobs of the world today,” 
Governor Frank Clement of Ten- 
nessee told a gathering of business- 
men at Atlanta, Georgia. “God 
needs the first- string players in 
these perilous times,” he said, “and 
if Christian ministers and laymen 
aren’t that first string I should like 
to know where to find it.” (The 
governor spoke at the first break- 
fast meeting of the newly-formed 
Men in Action for Christ, an as- 
sociation of Christian business and 
professional men living in Atlanta.) 

Governor Clement said the time 
has come for “all of us to decide 
whether we are Democrats, Repub- 
licans, Americans, segregationists 
or integrationists first and Chris- 
tians second, or whether we’re 
Christians first and everything else 
second.” 

Referring to the school inte- 
gration pr = Maat faced by Southern 
states, the governor said: “I would 
be a liar if I said I didn’t like the 
traditions and practices of the way 
I grew up. But it is more important 
to me to be able to look in the eye 
the man who saw me swear an 
oath to uphold the Constitution. I 
intend to stand by that oath.” 


ATLANTA, Ga—The Georgia 
Literature Commission, headed by 
a Baptist minister, has announced 
a new “get tough” policy against 
lewd literature. It has recommend- 
ed prosecution of persons sellin 
any of 36 issues of 22 specifie 
magazines of the “girlie” type. The 
chairman said the recent U.S. Su- 
prame Court decision upholdin: 

ederal and state laws against lew 
literature left the group no choice 
but to end its policy of ——— a 
with the dealers and to 
that they remove certain Fer 


able publications. One downtown 
newsstand was raided and the op- 
erator is being indicted by the 
County Solicitor General for sell- 
ing obscene literature. 


In Eritrea, East Africa, a lady, 
aged 90, felt justified recently in 
taking a half day holiday. Mrs. 
Vinquist, together with her hus- 
band, had labored for 60 years to 
translate the entire Bible into 
Tigrinya. Only when the final 
proofs had been read, the little lady 
relaxed—for half a day! Almost 
blind now, she believes that “idle- 
ness is a crime” as long as there 
is work to be done. 


In Austria, the number of 
Protestants has risen steadily for 
the past 12 years—from 330,000 in 
1945 to 420,000 today. The increase 
has. been ascribed chiefly to con- 
versions from Roman Catholicism. 
Bishop May of Vienna, a Protes- 
tant, reports that relationships with 
the Catholics have undergone a 
fundamental change—for the first 
time in the country’s history the 
two confessions have cooperated in. 
the pastoral care of soldiers and 
refugees. Nevertheless, the Protes- 
tant Church has not "yet obtained 
legal equality with the Roman 
Church. 


Of interest to evangelicals is a 
clause in the Constitution of Ma- 
laya which guarantees “freedom to 
profess, practice, and propagate re- 
ligion.” Malaya became an inde- 
pendent nation on August 31. Pre- 
viously it has been illegal to speak 
about Christ to a Moslem in that 
country. 

In Spain a recent official decree 
requires that all books entering the 
country would have to pass a board 
of inspection and censorship. 


West Point Cadets Receive 
Bibles at Special Ceremony 


At the U. S. Military Academy at 
West Point, New York, 503 cadets 
were presented with copies of the 
Holy Bible. The ceremony, held in 
the West Point Cadet Chapel, was 
sponsored by the American Tract 
Society of New York City. 

Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein, v president 
of the Society, delivered the ser- 
mon. He said: “The Bible is about 
history and morality, about human 
nature and sin. It tells not only 
about the past but also the future, 
about heaven and hell. It is about 
God and His greatness and right- 
eousness, His justice and His love, 
and what He requires of us men. 
But when we come to the more par- 
ticular question, What is the Bible 




















all about? there is just one chief an- 
swer. It is this: above everything 
else, the Bible is all about Jesus 
Christ. In the deepest and most 
living way, its purpose is to tell us 
about Him who is ‘the way, the 
truth and the life.’” : 

Each cadet in the incoming class 
of the Academy received one of the 
Bibles with his name inscribed in 
gold on the cover and a photograph 
of the Cadet Chapel on the frontis- 
piece. ' 


GM Encouraging Employees to 
Attend Church 


General Motors is encouraging its 
more than half a million employees 
to go to church. It has published 
and placed on its information racks 
over the country a ae ee by 
Dean Sanderson entitled, “Your 


Church Can Help You.” 


The pamphlet states: “When you 
want a car fixed, you take it toa 
garage. When we're ill, we go to a 
doctor. When we need legal advice, 
we seek out a lawyer. But what do 
we do when we have human 
problems, emotional problems? Who 
is the specialist we turn to shen? 
There is one trained man constant- 
ly available to all of us in every 
community: our minister, pries t, 
or rabbi. And his services are free. 


BOSTON—About 150,000 mem- 
bers of the Pilgrim Fellowship, 
youth branch of the Congregation- 
al Christian Churches, engaged in 
odd jobs across the count on 
Saturday, October 19, in their tenth 
annual “Work Day for Christ.” 
Last year the youths raised nearly 
$50,000 by doing odd jobs that day. 








Benton Pastor Holds Court 
The Holy Bible Is Reverend Chapin’s Lawbook 


The Holy Bible is the lawbook 
most relied upon by Benton town- 
ship’s new justice of the peace, 
the Reverend Cecil Chapin. He is 
pastor of the Church of God locat- 
ed on Crystal Avenue and US-12. 

The Reverend Chapin took office 
as the township’s second justice on 


July 4 after winning the spring 
election by a huge margin. 
Already he has arraigned a long 
parade of petty offenders—traffic 
violations and criminal mis- 
demeanors—mostly brought in the 
county sheriff’s department. “The 
work coincides with my work as a 


minister,” the pastor said. “In eith- 
er case I’m a public servant.” 

He illustrates his point with the 
following story. 

“A young man, his wife and three 
children came before me after a 
fight. The husband was charged 

th assault and battery. He pled 
guilty and paid his fine. 

“Then we sat down and talked in 
my office. I read the Bible before 
advising them to join a local 
church and to lead a religious life. 
We prayed together. Before they 
left, apparently reconciled, they 
promised that they would get along 
together.” It was a type 
of justice Benton township 
ters sought when they banded to- 
gether to support the Reverend Mr. 
a at the township caucus and 
in the election last spring. 


He won over numerous candi- 
dates who wanted the office upon 
learning that Thomas McCoy, long 
the only J. P. in Benton, was col- 
lecting about $1,000 a month for 
his part-time services. 

Probably Michigan’s only minis- 
ter performing as an active justice 
of the peace, the Reverend Mr. 
Chapin finds he must be careful 
not to be carried away by mercy. 
It is judgment, tempered by mercy, 
that is prescribed by James 2:13, he 
explains. 


But he still has particular dif- 
ficulty sending young fellows, 18 or 
19 years old, to jail because they 
cannot pay fines. But the law must 
be followed, he said. 


His stiffest fine to date has been 
$100 and 60 days of probation for 
a drunk driver. The Church of God 
is strictly against alcoholic bev- 
erages. 

Besides the experience gained by 
their minister being a justice of 
the peace, members of the Church 
of God congregation are finding 
his free service on minor legal mat- 
ters valuable. 


As a notary public he has some 
authority in helping with land 
contracts and other civil matters. 


When the Reverend Mr. Chapin 
came to Benton Harbor seven years 
ago he had no_ congregation. 
Preaching first from a tent, he or- 
ganized and built. the Church of 
God which now boasts 116 mem- 
bers. 

His office, which also serves as a 
church study, is located in his 
home at 2012 Taylor Avenue in 
Benton Heights. 


He admits that when performing 
marriages, he works as a minister, 
not a justice of the peace, even if 
they take place in the office. 


“My four years as justice of the 
peace will be equal four years 
a Sad school in the world,” he 
said.
